Silver, although, when the .Hawaiian was 
first put In circulation, all silver was nt a 
small discount, say 1 per cent, In purchase 
of foreign exchange.

A big 
crowd collected and Gibbs being dead, 
it was finally determined to send him 
to Wllliams's undertaking rooms. 


The dead man has been in the serv- 


ice of Cotton Bros, for about eight 
years doing pile driving work, about 
two and a half years of that time being 
In the Islands, and that firm speak very 
highly of him. Prior to coming to Ho- 
nolulu he was engaged in the same 
work for a number of years on the 
coast. On one occasion at Oakland, 
while Gibba was running a donkey en- 
gine on a pile driver barge, the foreman 
of th& machine stood in about the same 
position as Gibbs did at the time he 
met his death yesterday.

maintain its parity with gold, not that it 
is not required in circulation, but simply 
from not being a legal tender. We would 
also call attention to the. .fact that the 
Custom House of this city, will not re- 
ceive the Hawaiian silver in payment of 


2. That the disaster of January 20, 1900, 


where property covering 
approximately 


thirty-five acres of land was swept away 
by flre, was caused by the sanitary fire 
(started by order'of the Board of Health) 
getting, with the aid of a strong trade 
Wind, entirely beyond the control of the 
Fire Department. 


3. That the sole object and purpose of 


those sanitary fires was to confine the 
epidemic to the closest limits possible, in 
order to prevent the dread disease reach- 
ing the shipping In port and the Western 
coast of the Mainland, and to hold It 
within the contaminated sections of the 
city. 


4. That the 
losses incurred by the 


destruction of buildings, household prop- 
erty and merchandise, was laregly In ex- 
cess of the amount ($1,473.173) which has 
been awarded by the Fire Claims Com- 
mission to the various claimants, and that 
the said claimants will cheerfully bear a 
considerable portion of their direct losses 
as well as the whole of their Indirect 
losses, for which no claim whatever has 
been maae or allowed. 


5. That it is an undouuced fact that the 


business of the community has suffered 
severely and is still suffering from the 
non-payment of these claims, and If some 
are not paid withL/i a reasonable time, 
many of these claimants who practically 
lost all their substance in these sanitary 
fires, will be forced into bankruptcy. 


6. We respectfully suggest that your 


honorable body examine with care the 
records of the Board of Health, which 
controlled the welfare of the port and 
city during the epidemic of the bubonic 
plague, as also the records of the pro- 
ceedings of the Fire Claims Commission- 
ers, and we believe these records will 
fully satisfy your honorable body that no 
wanton or unnecessary waste of property 
was permitted, and that the whole pur- 
pose of the sanitary fires was the eradi- 
cation of the bubonic plague. 


7. The inability of the Territorial gov- 


ernment to meet the payment of these 
claims has been rendered 
evident by 


statements now and heretofore made to 
your committee. 


We would therefore urge the appropria- 


tion by Congress of a sufficient amount to 
cover the awards made by the Fire 
Claims Commission. 


We wish to bear testimony to the effi- 


clent work done during the past two 
years by the United States Marine Hos- 
pital Service, and we would respectfully 


made homeless. Mr. Smith could not 
see how this entered Into the justice of 
the claims, as those bills were paid by 
the Territory but Burton Insisted upon 
having the figures.

John Kanui Passed 


Away Early in 


Morning. 


The "Grand Old Man" of Home Rul- 


lam le dead. Old John Kanui, who first 
Bounded the party slogan of the Ha-, 
•wallahs to combine in the political body 
which has become known as the Inde- 
pendent Home Rule party, and who 
•was its first honorary president, died at 
2 o'clock yesterday morning at 
the 


Queen's Hospital. He was burled yes- 
terday afternoon at 4 o'clock in the Ht- 
tie cemetery of Puu o Kamalll, back of 
Palama, the remains being followed to 
the grave by a large concourse of Ha- 
waiians. 


The aged Hawaiian publicist, who 


baa been a striking figure In the affairs 
of his people, succumbed to an illness 
lasting only two days. On Wednesday 
he caught a slight cold which developed 
into a. fever and he was conveyed to the 
hospital, where his feeble frame was

Sej£hn Kanui was born at Honuaufa, 
Maul, In 1830, and was educated at La- 
hainaluna Seminary. For the past fifty 
years he has been a lawyer In the dis- 
trict courts. When the time came for 
the islanders to take part In national 
politics. Kanui, who had been a leader 
in the Kala Aina and Aloha Aina soci- 
eties, became the recognized head of 
the new political movement which fi- 
nally took form as the Independent, or 
Home P.v.le party. He was familiarly 
known amongst his owni people as the 
"Gr-and Old Man" of the Home Rule 
party, and they delighted In lining 
him to Gladstone. He was made, hon- 
orary president and given the chair- 
manship of the finance committee. He 
was also a member of the executive 


C°£S'se'grandfather was one of the 
four Hawaiians who were taken to tne 
United States to be educated long be- 
fore the first missionaries landed in the 
islands in 1820. John Kanui, the elder 


According to plans now under discussion between the officials of the Rap- 


id Transit Company and C. H. C. Moller, representing the owners of 
the 


stock* and bonds of the Hawaiian Tramways Company, there may be effected 
soon a merger of the interests of the two lines. Both sides admit now that 
the negotiations have reached such a stage as to make this outcome prac- 
tically sure, but. there are still certain features which have to be arranged. 


Mr. Moller came down to Honolulu with the Rollins party, his visit being 


due In large part to representations by an official of the latter house, made to 
the London people, during a recent visit, when he was asked for an opinion 
as to the outlook for the older company. Since he has been here Moller has 
carried on his investigations, which led to the negotiations, and he has now 
reached such a stage that London has been cabled to secure the assent of the 
people there to the terms arranged. 
, 


The exact basis for the consolidation cannot be learned, but the gossip 


which has become current recently puts the figure to be paid for In the stock 
and bonds of the Tramways at figures all the way from 1200,1300 to {475,000. 
The Tramways Company, has outstanding $325,000 In stock and 
$160,000 in 


bonds. The figure which Is generally accepted on the street is $250,000. It is 
also said the basis will Ire in the neighborhood of one share of the stock of 
the Rapid Transit Company for each four shares of the Tramways stock. 


The success of such negotiations will mean that there stands in the way of 


the completion of the Rapid Transit lines no bar and that the extensions will 
be pushed along, the city being covered within a short time. The plan would 
leave the streets of the city without the many tracks which are being put 
down on some of them and would lead to a settlement of all points at dispute 
between the two companies. It is understood that there will be immediate 
activity in the line of the completion of the Waikikl line and that up Nuu- 
anu valley If the merger goes through. 


The stock market during the week has been fairly active, and the sales 


have shown some changes. Ewa sold from $17.50 up to $20, and the whole 
tone seemed a little easier on account of the slight advance in sugar. In the 
main the market is quiet, the sales of the week and the prices, are as fol-

station by way of the Islands. "One 
moinlng, a couple of months ago, when 
our ship was lying In Honolulu harbor, a 
big banana barge, propelled by three mus- 
cular fine-looking, nearly nude Kanaka 
nun, pulled alongside of us to peddle the 
fruit among the men forward. Just as 
they got the barge close to the ship th» 
three Kanakas began to Jabber excitedly 
in their queer, musical language and to 
feel of the edges of the knives suspended 
by lanyards around their necks. 
' rhe eyes ot those Kanakas were keen- 


er than ours, and they had seen a big 
man-eatifig shar* asleep directly beneath 
the lighter, the water being so clear 
down that way that objects can be seen 
through it to a great depth. It didn't 
take these turee giant-muscled Kanakas 
more than 10 seconds to shuffle out of 
their few clothes. Then they removed 
the strings from their long knives, grasp- 
ed the knives in their right hands step- 
ped gently over the side of the lighter, 
hung to the gunwales of the lighter with 
their left hands for a moment or so, and 
then, altogether, they gave that queer 
diving wriggle to their legs In which they 
are so expert, and disappeared from the 
surface. We couldn't see them going 
down on account of the commotion and 
consequent bubbles they made In .the 
water. 
\ 
"Within about 10 seconds after they dis- 


appeared the bubbles tljat came to the 
surface began to take on the *hue o.1 
blood. 
" -That about settles one Kanaka, If 


not the whole three of them,' said we 
on the gangway. The next thing we saw 
was a gigantic shark thrashing the water 
crazily on the port side of the lighter, 
and incarnating the sea within a radius 
of 50 feet with its blood. Then 
the 


three Kanakas came up, all In a bunch, 
like a trio of Jacks-ln-the-box, with con- 
tented smiles on their faces. The shark 
thrashed around for five or ten minutes, 
and at the end of that time he was as 
<3«ad as any salted mackerel In & barrel, 
the entire length of him. The three 
Kanakas had tackled him altogether as 
he slept, had driven their knives Into bis 
vulnerable parts, and before the man- 
eater had a chance to pull himself to- 
gether he was as good as dead. It was 
as workman-like a Job of going after big 
sea game as ever I saw."— Washington 
Post
